Hydrogenated cottonseed oil, hydro 
yenated soybean oil and meat fats.

Approximately 200 million pounds of fat 
would be required to produce this quan- 
tity of mellorine. This potential is grow- 
ing about two percent a year, based on 

population increases. 


11. How IMporRTANT ARE NEW MARKETS 
FOR COTTONSEED AND LIVESTOCK 
Propucts TO NEW MEXIco? 

Cotton, cottonseed and cattle account 
for 70 percent of the total farm income 
in New Mexico. For the last four 
the average value of cotton, cottonseed 
and cattle produced in New Mexico was 
$137,360,000 

Approximately $50 million of this total 
was cotton and cottonseed. Of the 23,599 
farm families in New Mexico, more than 
14,000 obtain their livelihood from cotton 
and cattle. Every new market for the 
products of their effort is urgently 
needed by these farm families. 


12. WHAT ARE QUALITY AND 
VANTAGES OF VEGETABLE 
Fats? 

Meat or vegetable fats fortified with 
Vitamin A as prescribed by the standard 
are a dependable source of Vitamin A in 
winter and summer. The wholesale price 
of mellorine average about 50 cents per 
gallon than the wholesale price of 
ice cream, and the retail price averages 
about 70 cents per gallon less than ice 
cream. The principal difference in cost 
of making mellorine in comparison with 
ice cream is the cost of fat, since manu- 
facturing cost for the two tend to balance 
out,

“Weaver has purchased six two-row 
spindie ple kers, which cost around $18,000 
each He plans to prod ice Ac ala on about 
1.400 acres of his of cotton 
this year 

“*I think the pickers will pay for them 
selves in just two ordinary crop years,’ 
Weaver says. ‘And I believe they'd nearly 
pay for themselves in just one 
year.”

The month’s volume of 
3,990,000 gallons was 38 percent greater 
than the 1954-58 average. 

Output of mellorine and other frozen 
desserts made from fats and oils other 
than milkfat was 12,975,000 gallons dur- 
ing the first four months of 1960.

Lets Air Through 


A WATER REPELLENCY treatment 
for cotton, developed by USDA, produces 
a finish that does not seal the open 
spaces in the weave, as some water- 
proof finishes do, reports Helen Reder, 
assistant clothing specialist, Tennessee 
Extension Service. 

The formula is effective on both light- 
weight cotton fabric and heavier materi 
als used in rainwear. Even cheesecloth, 
after treatment, held water on its sur 
face without wetting the threads. It also 
has been used successfully on wool and 
other fibers 

Commercial possibilities for the treat- 
ment look good, because it is inexpensive 
and can be applied, using the same equip 
ment, along with flame and crease-resis 
tant treatments

“Let's review the first infestation o1 
visit of the pink bollworm in Arizona, 
rather the Salt River Valley. My gins 
seemed to be the headquarters for USDA 
officials. The first year, heavily infested 
land was rented to the U.S. and left idle 
During all of that time, farmers, who 
were allowed to completely harvest their 
cotton, usually finished by the middle of 
February or first of March. Complete 
harvest got rid of 95 percent or more of 
the worms 

“Farmers then were supplied with 
heavy mowing machines by the USDA 
They cut and raked stalks and burned 
them in various piles on their fields. Then 
the land was disced or plowed and irri- 
gated, flooded if possible No one had to 
plow-under anything. Volunteer cotton 
was permitted, even after discing. The 
spots that were burned-over always pro- 
duced a perfect stand. No plow-up date 
was set, and no planting date was set 
No cotton was allowed to fruit before 
the first of May. Volunteer cotton was 
harrowed if shoots formed too early 
Mowing machines cut tops of fruiting 
plants if they matured too early. Seed 
was sterilized for about six years, three 
years after the last worm was found. 
Late fruiting dates and irrigation, in my 
estimation, got rid of the pest after three 
or four years. 

“All baled cotton was fumigated, placed 
on small flat-cars and moved into large 
air-tight tubes. Air was pumped out and 
phosphine or cyanigen gas released. Gins 
installed steel rollers on their condensers 
that would mash any worm following the 
lint. 

“In my estimation, neither of these 
processes killed any worms. Stalks on 
ditch banks, abandoned farms and can- 
yons were scouted for live cotton plants 
and chopped off by USDA. A 15 or 20 
h.p. coal-burning boiler was usually used 
to furnish steam for sterilizing cotton- 
seed. At first seed had to be heated to 
145° for one and one-half minutes; 
later it was heated higher for a shorter 
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period. This caused a very low germina- 
tion of seed, so farmers used lots of Cali- 
fornia seed. Finally some Pima planting 
was fumigated instead of 
sterilized, 

“The last infestation was not as wide- 
spread as the first, but gins were re- 
quired to install sterilizers, as this was 
considered the main weapon. The same 
methods were started as in the previous 
infestation. But cotton had spread to 
desert lands that could not be irrigated, 
so the main extermination, consisting of 
water, could not be used. A USDA repre-
